It prohibits the acceptance of state-issued driver's licenses and identification cards by Federal agencies 
for official purposes — specifically, for entering nuclear power plants, accessing Federal facilities, and 
boarding commercial aircraft—if the state is not meeting Federal minimum standards. 


The REAL ID Act is not binding on states or private enterprises of any kind. 

The bottom line: the REAL ID Act does not apply to the sale of firearms or any other commercial 
transaction.

If California requests further extensions in the future, please provide the 
Department with information regarding California’s progress towards meeting any 
outstanding requirements at the time of the request; reasons for any unmet standards; and 
when the State anticipates seeking a determination of full compliance from the 
Department. 

Extensions are renewable at the discretion of the Secretary of Homeland Security. 
Extensions are not an alternative to compliance with the REAL ID Act. They are 
intended to provide additional time to jurisdictions with outstanding requirements. 

Failure to document plans to satisfy any outstanding requirements may affect future 
extension requests.

This letter is to advise you that the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) has 
reviewed the supplementary information you have provided, including your 
October 27, 2015 correspondence requesting an extension of time to meet the 
REAL ID requirements. 

Although the Department recognizes the State of Illinois’s efforts in enhancing the 
security of its driver’s licenses and identification cards, Illinois has not provided adequate 
justification for continued noncompliance that would warrant granting your request for 
another extension. As a result, federal agencies may not accept driver’s licenses and 
identification cards issued by your State for official puiposes, in accordance with the 
phased enforcement schedule announced on December 20, 2013. The Department is 
allowing a grace period until January 10, 2016, before the expiration of the existing 
extension becomes effective. For your convenience, enclosed is a list of regulatory 
provisions that Illinois currently meets and the standards that remain outstanding based 
on information provided by your jurisdiction. 

Illinois may request an extension if there are new developments or additional 
information regarding your jurisdiction’s progress towards meeting outstanding 
requirements, the reasons that these standards remain umnet, and the reasons for 
continued noncompliance. Extensions are granted at the discretion of the Secretary of 
Homeland Security. 

As we continue the phased enforcement of the REAL ID Act, the consequences of 
continued noncompliance will grow with each milestone. As of October 10, 2015, 
military bases and almost all federal facilities may accept state-issued driver’s licenses or 
identification cards for access purposes only if the document is issued by a 
REAL ID-compliant state, or a state that has received an extension. The Department 
expects to announce the timing and nature of the next phase of REAL ID enforcement 
soon.

Thank you for your November 13, 2015 letter regarding enforcement of the 
REAL ID Act. Secretary Johnson asked that we respond on his behalf. 

This letter is to advise you that the U.S. Department of Homeland Security (DHS) 
has reviewed your correspondence requesting an extension of time to comply with the 
REAL ID standards. Although DHS recognizes the State of Minnesota’s efforts to 
enhance the security of its driver’s licenses and identification cards, Minnesota has not 
provided adequate justification for continued noncompliance with the REAL ID 
standards that would warrant granting your request for an extension. As a result, federal 
agencies may not accept Minnesota driver’s licenses and identification cards for official 
purposes in accordance with the phased enforcement schedule announced on 
December 20, 2013. We have enclosed a list of regulatory provisions that Minnesota 
currently meets, and outstanding standards based on information provided by your state. 

Minnesota may renew its extension request if there are developments or additional 
information provided regarding your state’s progress towards meeting the outstanding 
requirements, the reasons that these standards remain unmet, and the reasons for 
continued noncompliance. Extensions are granted at the discretion of the Secretary of 
Homeland Security. 

As we continue phased enforcement of the REAL ID Act, the consequences of 
noncompliance will grow with each milestone. As of October 10, 2015, military bases 
and almost all federal facilities may accept state-issued driver’s licenses or identification 
cards for access purposes only if the document is issued by a REAL ID-compliant state or 
a state that has received an extension. The Department expects to announce the timing 
and nature of the next phase of REAL ID enforcement soon.

Although the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) recognizes the State of 
Missouri’s efforts in enhancing the security of its driver’s licenses and identification 
cards, Missouri has not provided adequate justification for continued noncompliance. 

As a result, federal agencies may not accept driver’s licenses and identification cards 
issued by your State for official puiposes, in accordance with the phased enforcement 
schedule announced on December 20, 2013. The Department is allowing a grace period, 
until January 10, 2016, before the expiration of the existing extension becomes effective. 
For your convenience, enclosed is a list of regulatory provisions that Missouri currently 
meets and the standards that remain outstanding based on information previously 
provided by your jurisdiction. 

Missouri may request an extension if there are new developments or additional 
information regarding your jurisdiction’s progress towards meeting outstanding 
requirements, the reasons that these standards remain unmet, and the reasons for 
continued noncompliance.

This letter is being written to question the intent of 
obtaining a State issued Real ID driver’s license. I 
currently hold a Nevada driver’s license with my first 
name, maiden name and married name. I do not use my 
middle name and have not done so in over 28 years. In 
addition to my home, my social security card, my bills, my 
credit cards, my bank accounts, paycheck stubs, and yes, 
even the IRS etc. all reflect the same name that appears 
on my current driver’s license. 

•State (District of Columbia) issued birth certificate (first, 
middle, last) 

•Social Security Card- shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

•Tax records with Social Security Number- shows current 
name (First, maiden, married name) 

•W-2 Form- shows current name (First, maiden, married 
name) 

•Employment check stub with Social Security Number- 
shows current name (First, maiden, married name) 
•Mortgage or rental receipt- shows current name (First, 
maiden, married name) 

•Utility statement- shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

•Bank Accounts - shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

•Credit Cards - shows current name (First, maiden, 
married name) 

When I went in to renew my driver’s license and obtain the 
mandated Real ID I was informed that I would not be 
issued a Real ID with my name shown as on all the above 



referenced documents since my birth certificate shows a 
middle name. Once again that I have not used for a 
number of years as stated above. 

Realizing that my wish of obtaining the Real ID from the 
Nevada DMV was not going to be met, I told the DMV 
clerk to issue me a regular driver’s license since I have no 
idea why there is a problem with the name that is on my 
current driver’s license and the legality of my name is now 
being questioned. 

Even though I was informed that the name on my current 
license was not “correct” the clerk turned around and 
issued me another eight (8) year license with the same 
name that would not be valid on a Nevada Real ID 
following the Federal Government’s mandate. I suppose I 
am okay to drive in Nevada or anywhere else in this 
country but not take a flight on Southwest Airlines. 

In order for me to have a “legal document” to bring to DMV 
to show the name that I have been using and am 
recognized with, is going to be a very costly endeavor. 
After I pay the required name change court cost of 
$260.00, then place an ad in the paper to show a “name 
change” to show the name that I currently am using, this 
will run anywhere from $155.00 to $460.00 depending on 
what newspaper I choose. 

This law seems to be affecting women by far more than 
the men as the women’s names change due to marriages, 
divorces, careers or simply the fact that state DMV’s 
offices don’t have enough room on the license to 
accommodate our legal actual name(s). 



I do not know where this law actually came from or who 
introduced it, other than maybe Homeland Security. It 
appears that not a lot of thought went into how the 
implementation of this law was to be carried out thus 
creating a nightmare and undue stress for many US 
citizens namely women. 

I feel if you are using any names on your birth certificate 
and have proof (as one of the required documents) and 
pursuant to the new Federal Government Real ID program 
who is attempting to assure my safety as a United State 
Citizen that the requirements be revisited and hopefully 
these requirements are changed as there is still time to 
comply with this regulation. 

This entire process will certainly be expensive for me to 
comply with and not one I am wishing to accept. How on 
court papers do you list the name you are “currently using” 
and the name you are “wishing to change” to as being one 
and the same? 

Most men in this country will never have to change their 
name which is lucky for them unlike what you asking of the 
women. The Real ID is forcing the women to have to 
reevaluate who we are. I am my father’s daughter and I 
am proud to use his name. The fact that I got married was 
by choice and it does not define me or make me give up 
my own identity. 

The intent of this new mandate by the federal government 
is a wish at best, as I am not sure what the intent really is 
about. To be able to fly and be able to enter a nuclear 



power plant or a federal building that requires 
identification? Really?? Protecting me from terrorists? 

I am not sure if or when violence of any kind will occur 
again, but I am clear that with all the measures the 
government is trying to take with this new Real ID system 
it still cannot guarantee 100% of my safety. This not only 
affects me but thousands and thousands if not millions of 
women. My father is already gone; please do not make 
me give up his name. If a terrorist act will be committed 
again, it won’t be because of the color of my skin or the 
name I go by, it will be because I am an American.

The local news media has made repeated comments in recent months regarding the 
restrictions of New Mexico Drivers Licenses as it relates to your REAL ID Enforcement program. 
As recent as early last week reports indicated Albuquerque International Sunport and Federal 
facilities were no longer accepting New Mexico Drivers Licenses as ID and New Mexico is listed 
on the DHS website as a "Noncompliant State/Territory". Per your website: 

http://www.dhs.gov/real-id-enforcement-brief 
this requirement for Noncompliance take effect January 10, 2016 and it takes a minimum of 5 
weeks to secure a passport. Thus, time is of the essence. 

I'm not planning on traveling by air, but the USPS is a federal facility and my mail box is in a 
USPS facility. My initial passport was issued in 1986 and I did not renew it. After reading the 
info regarding applying for a replacement passport, I phoned the USPS in Grants, NM this 
morning seeking an appointment to begin the passport processing. I was advised that the USPS 
facilities, among other Federal facilities are excluded from the REAL ID Enforcement. This 
information is in direct conflict with the information available in general. 

Where can I find a listing of all specific Federal facilities excluded so I might determine whether 
or not I need to apply for a new Passport? The "Limitations" section on the above referenced 
link, is unclear and adds to the confusion. Is there a complete and specific listing online? If so, 
what is the link to that listing?

The purpose is that all driver's license should be issued and produced in accordance to common 
basic security standards for Federal agencies to be able to accept them. 

To the extent that it counts as a technological change, REAL ID requires that the state-issued 
cards include: 

* Biographic information, digital photo, signature, & card number; 

* Physical/Anti-counterfeit security features (e.g., holograms and microprinting); 

* Common machine-readable technology (i.e., the magnetic strip on the back of the card). 

REAL ID does not require RFID chips, DNA samples, or retna scans.

> Why is this any safer than state issued ID cards? 

> 

> REAL ID does not create a Federal ID to replace state issued IDs. Instead, it promotes best 
practices for how your state issues and produces its IDs. For example, it requires criminal history 
checks for state employees with access to your personal information and that they be . be trained 
to spot fraudulent documents. It requires anti-counterfeit security features on the cards. It 
requires that driver's license applicants provide proof of identity, citizenship or lawful status in the 
United States, address of principal residence, etc.

> If I do not participate am I unable to fly domestically and if so isn’t that a violation of my right to 
travel?

> You may continue to fly. At some point not before 2016, you will not 

> need to use an ID that is not your driver's license or state-issued 

> identification card at the TSA checkpoint. As it does currently, TSA 

> will continue to accept other forms of identity documents as described 

> on the TSA webpage --
